The CoNKKREncr. ok Paris. — The Congress 
bow in session at Paris is eomjwsed of the Second 
Pleo'tj^Jpitiaries of the Peace Congress which ad- 
journe.f last April, and has assembled in pursuance 
of an express arrangement of that body, according 
to which certain subordinate details were left to the 
future disposition of a conference of this character. 
As. therefore, the present Congress is inferior in 
dignity and merely supplementary to tha original 
one, it of course has no power to disturb the treaty 
©f Paris or modify in any degree its provisions or 
spirit. The notion that it will take into considera- 
tion llie Neapolitan question, the NeuA hatel ques- 
tion, the Persian question, the question of Maritime 
law a.« raised by Mr. Marcy's letter, and all the 
other questions of European concern, is altogether 
erroneous. If such questions were to be discussed, 
undoubtedly the original Congress itself would re- 
assemble in its full dignity and authority. liut the 
original Congress, we are assured, has no thought of 
reassembling. 

Accordingly, the sole questions to be adjusted by 
the Conference of Paris are those of Belgrade and 
the Isle of Serpents. I'pon these questions, which 
are purely questions of construction. England, Aus- 
tria, and Turkey are at issue with Russia, Prussia, 
and France — Sardinia hanging in suspense between 
the t*o parties. Shrewd and well-informed observ 
era anticipate, however, that both France and Sar- 
dinia will ultimately incline to England in the Con- 
ference and so determine the controversy, as all 
parties are alike pledged to abide by the de<: i-ion of 
the roajfCty. This Issue of the matter is highly 
prolMtule^nasmuch us the Russian construction of 
the treaty is palpably wrong, and Russia is under- 
stood to lay no great stress upon it anyway. She 
evidently desires only to cover her retreat decently 
from a position which she took by way of expert 
menting upon the inertia of the Western Powers. 
Having found them ready and determined to vindi- 
cate their claims at the hazard of another war, if 
necessary, she will no dvubt retire from her preten- 
sion* in this Conference as gracefully as she retired 
from her pretensions in its predecessor of last March. 
Russia will yield the point, if she yields it at all, 
with the most charming submissiveness, and, with- 
drawing beyond the Danube, bide her time w ith the 
unsleeping vigilance of a tigress crouched before 
her prey. Her discretion is even greater than her 
valor. She is far too astute and clearsighted to turn 
aside from her gigantic projects of future aggran- 
dizement to enforce at all hazards so trifling a claim 
as the one she is now pleading in the Conference of 
Paris. Unlike the dog in the fable, she will never 
let go the substance for the sake of graspi ng at the 
shadow.

We understand that recently the coun- 
ty has been pressing for a fulfilment of this contract 
on the part of the city; but there are other consid- 
erations which should not be forgotten and which 
may jierhaps, and in all probability will, be suffi- 
cient to induce our citizens to defer, for a little 
while longer, the expenditure of two hundred thon- 
vuid dollars upon a court-house. 

Our tax-payers are already very heavily burdened 
for public improvements. We are just now in the

ville, and the county has waited for years for the 
ompletion of the court-house, and will surely defer 
her claims in view of promoting greater and more 
important interests. We suggest, therefore, wheth- 
er it would not be better to be content with the gray 
old ruin, which has for so many years \>r courtesy 
been denominated the court-house, until we have 
placed our other and more remunerative improve- 
ments in a more complete state of forwardness and 
a fair way to be completed before we impose the 
proposed tax for the completion of the court-house 
or the erection of a new one.

Mr. Toombs contended that the Legislature of 
low* was composed ofSuwmbers of the Senate and 
Hou»e. and upon those individuals was devolved 
the cousgtutional duty of electing a Senator of the 
the Unitdd States in the manner prescril>ed bv the 
titutton of Iowa. The joint convention casMsnt- 
of members who composed the two Legislative 
ies, and as somas the* met in joint convention 
the distinction heretofore erXistin? between them as 
members of different branches waa obliterated. 
Tneir names were arran-ei in alphabetical order on 
one list, hence the absence or refusal to participate 
in the proceedings on the part of anv members lete 
than a majority of the whole number of members 
composing the joint convention could not invali- 
date the doings of the convention. He thought the 
fraudulent and factious oonduct of those Senators in 
Iowa, who sought to defeat the election and frus- 
trate the will of Che people of Iowa, ought to be con- 
demned by this bod; and bv the entire Americau 
•people. 

Mr. Benjamin wished to know whether it was 
competent for one brajich of a State Legislature to 
elect a Senator to Conjures*. The Constitution of the 
United States declares that Senators shall be chosen 
by the State Legislatures, and the State legislatures 
00tssis4 of two branches from which it follows that 
the Constitution requires that Senators should be 
elected by those two brancltes conjointly. 

Mr. Toomlw replied that, sueh a construction of 
the Constitution would render invalid the election 
of a great m in y Senators, l>ecause many Senators 
had held their seats against the majority of a branch 
of their State Legislature. 

Mr. Pugh argued in support of the constitution- 
ality of Mr. Harlan's electien and concurred in the 
riews expressed by Mr. Toorabs. 

Mr. Geyer, agreeing with the majority of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, believed the election of Mr. 
Hdjiun unconstitutional. 

Mr. Bivard next obtained the floor. 

Mr. Fish introduced a bill making appropriations 
the removal of Diamond reef and Coenties reef 
ia Km* York harbor. Anjourned. 

/Vomsc— Mr. Boyce gave notice of an amendment 
■M ii.t :nded offering to the tariff bill. He proposes 
that from and after January, 1867, all goods, wafers, 
and merchandize, and other products subject uudex. 
the exit-tin* tariff to pav a duty of 20 per cent, shall < 
continue to be admitted at that rate, and that tea 
and coffee be included in the same schedule. 

Mr. Underwood introduced a bill the more effectu- 
ally to prevent the introduction of spirituous liquors 
a.td wines into the Indian country. Referred to the 
oinmittee on the Judiciary. 

The consideration of the President's message was 
resumed, when Mr. Stephens said that the de- 
bate ou this subject was an unusual one in parlia- 
mentary history. Te him it was invested with in- 
terest and to the country, he trusted, it would sot be 
unprofitable. We are in the midst of a new epoch 
of the republic, and it will be so considered hereaf- 
ter The late election brought inte arrav parties 
with, what he considered, well defined and clearl v 
.-jcertained principles, which were manfully and 
openly met on both sides. It was a fearful issue, 
baM tlie dangers are passed. The result of the late 
election has quietted the public mind and we may 
do well, even now, when the storm is over and the 
danger past, to review them. He congratulated 
the country, the House, and even the Speaker on the 
re.uli of the election, which has made the people 
everywhere breath freer, and stimulated the arts of 
JW'*. There were differences of opinion as to what 
was decided. Congress shall impose no restrictions 
on the territories so far as slavery is concerned. 
This issue was boldly made on one side and as fairly 
and zealously made on the other. 

Mr. Davis, of Md., made a speech in condemna- 
tion of the Democratic and Republican parties, eulo- 
gized the American party a»a contended that Bu- 
chanan was elected by the votes of a mineritv of the 
people, Ik- majority having condemned both the 
^ansas act and the Pierce administration. He pre- 
dicted the greatest possible confusion in the distri- 
bution of the spoils. Adjourned.

The Department of Public Instruction generally 
is in a flourishing state, with an annually increasing 
revenue. 

The message reports the condition of the various 
State institutions for the suppression ar.d punishment 
of crime, as well as those of a strictly benevolent 
character. 

The abuse of tho elective franchise is commented 
upon and the subject commended to the earnest con- 
sideration of the Legislature. With regard to the 
recent Presidential election, the message assumes 
that the result is an irreversible decree, that, so far 
as the State of New York is concerned, there shall 
hereafter be no extension of slavery in the territory 
of the United States. The Governor alludes to the 
imputations upon the Republican party put f«rth iu 
the President's message, which he 'declares to be 
wholly gronnless. and proceeds to give at large the 
vie ws #f that party on the great question of the day. 
In this connection, he alludes to the outrages in Kan- 
sas, and recommends that a sum of money be ap- 
propriated for the relief of destitute citizens. The 
message reports the various State institutions for 
the suppression and punishment ef crime, as well as 
those of a strictly benevolent nature, as being satis- 
factory. 

The Governor's allusion to the liquor question is 
brief. He says, however opinions may differ as to 
the expediency of prohibiting entirely the sale of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage, none can doubt 
that it is the clear right and absolute duty of the 
legislature so to regulate their sale as to dimmish 
as far as practicable the risk of their abuse, und that 
no remedy that the law will permit and opinion will 
sustain to check it should be left untried. The mes- 
sage, on tbj whole, is a very able document, and 
places the financial, political and moral condition of 
our State iu a very striking and favorable light.

A desultory epistle appeared on the 6th inst. in a city paper 
over a signature of "Citizen." The dutiaquuhud feature 
iu the argument* of this wW head. is. that it i* replete with 
no arguments, a general attempt to fling crape into the 
ranks of political cnemieH, and a general effuirion of offal 
from a diseased, petulant, sour, jealous, aud vindictive tem- 
per. It is fresh in the lueuiorv- of weit-infortiied citizens, 
that, in the year l*Sa, an ordinance was passed In the Gene- 
ral Council (by "Citizen's" political friends) appropriating 
ifcl&U.OUO to tinish th« present Court-Houi>e, and build some 
three or four other housta ou Court Place; the ordinance 
reads as follows:

Mr. F. W. Vogde* made a coni^te return of plans and 
Hpeciheatioin recommending an alteration iu the interior 
construction of the old Court House, Sit in the ah-ence ot 
competition no action was takeu by the Council on I'te plaus, 
&c. The city government at that time was cvt'tinuaily 
pressed by numerous debts, unwarrantable andiblawtul 
liabilitic* ir.--.irr.-d by the political friend* of "Citizen," aud 
consequently the fuud* were not at their disposal to •oayfct** 
an architect, or ascertain from professional ^eutWmen the 
cheapeat and best mode of obtaining a good and substantial 
Court House. After long and mature deliberation by every 
member of the City Legislature, it wa* finally decided 
unwise to i*>ue city bond* for the purpose of coustruc'.Uig a 
Court House, that it would bo extremely oppressive to pay 
interest for thirty yean, aud theu principal for such an 
objec t. Tlse city, roui|>elled as *he was to meet the afore- 
said "old debts;," did not posse** the mean* from ordinary 
source* of revenue to expend tjcl.uuo or *;:.(*>» in defraying 
expenses to pr»*ure plans aud estimate* in order to ascertain 
the inost prarti-able. mode of obtaining a sub-tanrial "tem- 
ple of Justice."

That the county shall pay to the city tho *uin el *Ju.utm, a* 
hi re: ■ -fore agrceu ii]>on, and that it the couuty cf Jefferson 
shall fx- divided before the eud of the next sassfeM ol the 
Legislature, then the city of Louisvile, and the remain- 
der ot Jefferson countv , will, in just proportion, retundto 
that part of the rounty which may bv *eparated, what- 
ever portion of the *aid*um of 4U10,UUO may have hoen paid 
by that portion of the county. 

The rounty has in good faith complied with her portion 
of the agreenieut and paid the $aU.fsX>.

"The Geuaral Council shall finish the court-house with 
all convenient dispatch, and all laws now in force reelect- 
ing the joint right* and dutle*uf the city of Louisville and 
the rounty of .TefferiM»n a* to the court-bouse and other 
public property in said city aha II remain in force until 
their ends are answered, they expire, or are repealed."

Suppose, after the people sanction tho ordinance now be- 
fore them, the Council should determine that it is better to 
tear down the preseut building and erect a new one in lieu 
thereof, it will be an easy undertaking to obtain a repeal of 
the above danse in the charter. One U.iiig U quite obvious, 
and "Citizen" know-* the fact, that nothing can bo done iu 
the premises unless the money U furnished promptly. "Cit- 
izen" perhaps can undertake to build a Court-llouae, and 
receive a.- eeaafeataatsM therefor a aleti itote at M year*.
